T he all-im p o rtan t question w ith C alifor­ 
n ia fruit-grow ers, an d one in w hich nil th e 
p e o p lq o f th e .State are interested, is th at of 
a m arket for o u r lruits. T h e ability to raise 
o r produce an u n lim ited q u an tity o f even 
th e choicest o f an y ekes- of product i* of 
lim ited value an d an incom plete blessing 
w ithout a corresponding m ark et for th e 
sam e. 
M uch has been said o f late as to a 
sufficient d em an d for th e largely-increas­ 
ing production o f lruits in this isiate. an d 
not infrequently th e opinion has lieeu ex ­ 
pressed by press an d individuals th at th ere 
w ould siKiii be a large excess o f supply 
over an y m ark et th a t could be found. 
T h e 
follow ing extracts, therefore, from a letter 
received by M essrs. Coats A 
Toole, of 
N apa, Cal 
from th e extensive fruit-jobbing 
house o f H ix so n , Ju sti ® Co., Chicago, w ill 
be read w ith interest. 
A m ong o th er things 
th ey say : 


AN OPENING FOB CALIFORNIA FRUITS. 
F ro m ou r experience here we are satislicd 
th at th ere can be a very profitable business 
done in sh ipping cherries to litis m arket, 
an d it is very im portant th at parties p la n t­ 
ing sh ould select those varieties th at w ill 
sh ip th e best. 
A ny variety w ill sell well 
th a t com es through in o rd e r: hut so far 
R oyal A n n s have been preferred, on ac­ 
co u n t o f th e ir color and keeping qualities. 
T h e people are beginning to realize th at 
C alifornia fruits are being sent here to be 
sold in q u an tities an d at prices th at the 
m asses can use them , and not as form erly, 
o nly a lim ited am o u n t allow ed to come, 
an d that held at prices th a t none b ut the 
rich could afford to buy. 
To-day a carload 
o f cherries w ould sell m ore readily th an 
100 boxes w ould have done tw o w eeks ago. 


CONDITION OF TIIE CHERRY S H tl’MENTS. 
W'e h av e recently received tw o cars of 
cherries, th e first one from H ayw ards ¡11 fiat 
boxes,w ell ventilated, the top's o f th e boxes 
being set about a half inch above th e fruit, 
and alm ost all of them were ¡11 tine order 
an d sold w ell. 
T he second ear w as from 
Sun Jose and packed in the grape crates of 
four baskets each and th e lids p u t dow n 
close on th e fruit, and alm ost all o f them 
w ere in bad condition. 
O ur theorv is that 
die evaporation oi th e m oisture from the 
fru it having no m eans of escaping, col­ 
lected 011 th e u n d er side o f th e lid. and 
being held dow n on th e fruit caused th e 
m old to form very raplBly. 
T his theory is 
strengthened by the fact that one lot of 
fifteen crates th at had sm all cleats 011 the 
ends u n d ern ea th th e lid, an d a sheet of 
paper stretched over them before n ailing 
on th e lid, cam e th ro u g h in fine order. 
T h e paper evidently absorbed th e m oist­ 
ure, a n d there being an air-space betw een 
th at end an d th e cherries, they did not 
m old. 
It is conceded by all th at large am ounts 
o f fruits m ust be shipped from C alifornia 
in green, preserved 1111 till or glassi. or 
dried state, in order to insure th e successof 
that in d u stry . 
As th e capacity o f Califor­ 
nia for producing is alm ost, if no t quite, 
equal to all th e countries com bined that 
have heretofore supplied o u r nation, and 
as those countries are still producing and 
sending th e ir products here, one can readily 
see th ere m ust lie a sh arp com petition for 
th e f r u it: an d w hile w e have every confi­ 
dence th a t C alifornia w ill succeed, th e 
question th a t should interest everyone is 
th e best m ode o f getting h er rap id ly -in ­ 
creasing products on to th e m arket 10 insure 
success. 


HIGH CRICKS AN OliSTACI.E To TRVDK. 
W e find C alifornia fruit has been in the 
m ark et lik e a fine horse—it w ould be looked 
a t an d adm ired, b ut few in q u ire th e price, 
because th ey knew 
it w as beyond their 
ab ility to buy. 
W hen we com m enced to 
get cherries by express it w as hard to sell 
forty to fifty boxes o f a m orning; on in q u ir­ 
ing, we found th e retailers w ere selling 
th em by th e p o u n d a t such rates as only a 
few felt th ey could buy. 
W hen we spoke 
to several parties an d told them we had 
som e nice cherries, th ey replied. " W e su p ­ 
pose th ey are a nice price."’ 
On telling 
th em w hat w c w ere selling them for, they 
rem ark ed "th e y w ere glad the tim e had 
com e w hen th ey could buy C alifornia fruit 
a t so m ething like fair prices: as it had been, 
th ey rarely ever asked th e price, for it had 
alw ays been above th e ir m eans.” 


SCATTERING THE FRl'IT BROADCAST. 
T h e arriv al o f ou r first car o f cherries, 
som e ten (leys ago, o f 1 ,ikX) boxes, we found 
th e am o u n t too m uch for th e m arket here, 
so we scattered them to th e various cities in 
the n o rth , east an d south. 
B oston, 1‘hHn- 
delphia, B altim ore, W ashington, H an n ib al, 
D ubuque, St. Louis, M em phis, N ashville. 
Louisville, La Crosse, W inona, M inneapo­ 
lis. St. l'a u l, Indianapolis, C incinnati and 
< leveland—all except one o r tw o places we 
received not as m uch, an d som e places m ore 
th an wc sold for here. 
On receipt o f o u r dispatch th at there was 
a n o th er carload of cherries started, we not 
o nly wron- to th e parties to w hom we had 
previously shipped, asking how m any they 
could use. bu t to a n u m b er of others w ith 
w hom we had form ed acquaintances in th e 
follow ing tow ns : Buffalo. Pittsburg, Kalo- 
muzoo, New Y ork, T erre H aute. B urling­ 
ton, D ayton, G land R apids. M ansfield, V al­ 
paraiso. F o rt W ayne an d C olum bus, and 
those w ho had them from th e preceding 
car, w ith th e exception o f a tew. said. 
“ Send as m an y .” an d som e doubled th eir 
previous orders. 
Som e w ho had not had 
any replied. “ T h ey did not know w hat 
C alifornia cherries w ould sell for in th eir 
m arket, as there h ad been n one there, and 
if we should sh ip som e, th ey w ould do the 
very best th ey could, an d open u p a trade 
for o th er C alifornia fruits as th ey com e into 
th e m ark et." 
H ad they arrived ¡11 order 
we could have sold th em m ore readily th a n 
th e first. 
T hey w ere m uch o ut o f order, 
still we did m uch b elter th an we expected. 
It is by push, by letter-w riting, talking, 
trav elin g an d by every o th er m eans w e win

IMPORTANCE OF GOOD VENTILATION. 
T he m ain th in g in green fruits is v en tila­ 
tion, an d th e expressm en pay little a tte n ­ 
tion to th at, b ut p ile th in g s very closely to ­ 
gether in poorly ventilated cars. B y a n u m ­ 
ber clubbing together and sh ipping different 
things, there ou g h t to be 110 trouble to get a 
n u m b er o f cars from y o u r section d u rin g 
th e season, an d at three cents per pound 
a n y th in g that w ould com e th ro u g h in order 
ought to pay. 
T he advantage o f hav in g 
several jo in together is th at th ey m ay have 
plenty o f tim e to pack their fruit w ith care, 
an d still get a car load fresh. 
T he fruit 
sh ould be picked o f a m orning, w hile cool, 
and kept from getting w arm by exposure to 
th e sun. 
T h e m ain tilings for sh ip m en t 
w ill be plum s, peaches, grapes a n d pears. 


CAREFUL PIC K IN G AND PACKING. 
A s they have a n u m b er o f black grapes 
th a t are m uch used, th e shippers o f C ali­ 
fornia grapes should use care in assorting 
an d picking, so as to sustain th e reputation 
C alifornia grapes alw ays have, fo r sh ould 
th e q u ality ru n dow n so th at they w ill no t 
be so ught after, th e black grape here w ill 


be a strong com petitor. 
T he T okay an d 
E m peror, il every way perfect, will sell th e 
b e s t: th en th e w h ite; the black w ill do 
well enough it large an d fine, an d th a t 
m ust lie looked to. 
T he pear m arket is 
liable to fluctuations, and great care sh o u ld 
be used not to let them get too rip e ; th ey 
hail better he too green th an too ripe ; ju st 
rig h t is th e best. 
Peaches after a tim e get 
cheap here. 
F la t hoses, som ething like 
those used at Newcastle, are considered th e 
best for stone fruit.

T o ship to profit, one 
m ust see th at everything is ju st rig h t. T he 
people here w ill pay good prices, Imt th ey 
have to sell th e bottom as well as tHe top, 
an d they w ill stand no C hina-packing, 
w hen all th e good ones are used to m ake 
the top look nice, but foots here, like all 
m ark ets, cut a big figure. 
T h ere is m uch prejudice existing against 
th e canned goods, ow ing to so aiueh in fer­ 
ior fruit be put- 011 th e m arket. 
W e th in k 
it w ould be a good tim e for parties u n d er­ 
standing th e business to p u t up som e of 
th eir choice fruits in g lass: such fruit as 
w ould show to good advantage through 
th e glass. 


HOW TO PICK. PACK AND SH IP FRFIT. 
A n o th e r letter from th e sam e firm , w rit­ 
ten on th e 9th inst., has th e follow ing 
statem ents 
an d 
suggestions 
concerning 
picking, packing, an d th e sh ip m en t o f 
fru it: 
W e note th e statem ent from certain p a r­ 
ties th at sh ip m en ts by express in sm all 
q u an tities arc m uch m ore preferable. 
Now o u r experience has been exactly th e 
reverse, considering th e condition o f a lltlio 
fruits received th is season so fur, by ex­ 
press; still it is no m ystery w hy th at plan 
o f sh ipping sh ould he advocated, for Hie 
w hole policy o f h an d lin g C alifornia fru it 
in this m arket, previous to th is season, has 
been only to bring in sm all lols and hold 
them at high prices, an d not encourage 
grow ers to sh ip direct. 
T h e greater p ro ­ 
portion o f th e fruit handled here in past 
seasons has been I ought in C alifornia an d 
brought here on s¡ ecuiation, an d no t w ith 
a view of creating a large d em an d for C ali­ 
fornia fruit. 
T h en by declaring th at carload sh ip ­ 
m ents w ould not pay, an d w ith th e h ig h 
rates an d heavy risks on express sh ip m en ts, 
grow ers w ould p r Ter to sell there a t an y 
price rath er th an chance sh ip m en t th em ­ 
selves. 
Now you well know C alifornia 
herself cannot begin to consum e all th at is 
raised, even w ith th e aid of th e eanuers; 
an d that in order to realize satisfactory 
líricos for w hat is used in C alifornia there 
m ust be a great deal shipped out. 
T he successful arrival of th e H ayw ards 
ear, as the first solid car of cherries ever 
shipped, show s th at they can be brought in 
order, an d w ith a little core as to picking, 
there is no reason w hy tw o or th ree cats a 
week could no t bo sold to good advantage. 
W hen th e first cherries cam e by express 
and in bad order, th e buyers were afraid to 
touch them b ut w hen th e first ear cam e 
i an d they got som e good ones, it opened 
! th eir eyes, a u d th ey are now ru n n in g after 
i us w anting m ore, and a lull car o f good 
! ones w ould now go oft’ readily. 
I’ick o f a m o rn in g w hen cool, pack in 
I shallow boxes w ith cleats on th e end u n ­ 
I d ern eath th e top, then tack a sh eet o f 
; coarse brow n paper 011 the cleats, leaving a 
j space o f about h a lf an inch betw een th e 
j cherries au d p a p e r; 
load in cars sam e as 
the H ayw ards one, an d you can send th em 
th ro u g h as safely as to San Francisco. 
A little care in picking and packing w ill 
enable an y neighborhood to sh ip th eir fruit 
by carloads, an d it is a big difference be­ 
tw een :> cents per pound an d 10 cents p er 
poultd freight. 
But w ith tho q u a n tity 
w hich can be shipped profitably at 3 cents 
there is n o t m uch room for m onopoly, 
hence the cry, “ S m all ship m en ts by e x ­ 
press." 
T ry and keep m ixed cars com ing now as 
fast as possible, for we can use from fi'X) to 
500 boxes of cherries every day ; b u t unless

geles, and just what degree of retrogression 
in propriety has resulted from their gath­ 
ering these and other admirable art works 
into their homes. 
We would be pleased 
to know, also, how often and how warmly, 
if ever, the committee of rejection in Los 
Angeles has entered its protest against the 
dailv exposures upon the highways of that 
city of the disgusting pictorial sheets, in 
which half nudity is presented in the vilest 
form, and adds its force to the many others 
that corrupt the morals of the youth of 
that city. 
We would be ptbased to know

people, if judged by these same testimoni­ 
als of southern California modesty, would 
be presented in an unenviable light. 
Yet

A QUESTION OF TASTE. 


A picture has been rejected at the Loan 
Exhibition in Los Angeles, which was ac­ 
cepted and displayed at the .Sacramento 
Loan Exhibition. The incident of rejec­ 
tion by one and acceptance by another 
committee simply testifies to the vitality 
of an old question—the place of the nude 
in art. 
There will be no end to the dis­ 
cussion of the question so long as the tastes 
of tbe people vary, as they always must, 
unless indeed it is held that there may 
come an age when art culture will be uni­ 
form among all the ]>eop!e. 
It would be 
inaccurate to credit the position of one 
class of critics with occupancy of any higher 
plane of moral ideas than the other ; that 
is to say, is is not to be understood that the 
association rejecting the picture at Los 
Angeles has clearer moral perceptions than 
the association which in Sacramento found 
the picture unobjectionable from an art 
standpoint. 
But there is justification for 
saying that the art tastes of the Los An­ 
geles association arc of a much narrower 
order. 
It has failed to look beyond the 
physical, the sensuous, for art merit in the 
picture. 
It has testified to a sensitiveness 
of modesty, but that does not bear witness 
to its holding to a higher standard of pro­ 
priety than entertained by the California 
Museum Association of Sacramento. 
Pru­ 
dery, we conclude, is evidenced by such 
rejections as that at I -os Angelos, as l>eing 
the chief element that influences the 
judges, however much anti ineerely they 
may 
deny 
that 
they 
are 
prudes. 
That 
committee 
would 
find 
itself 
sadly 
out 
of 
place in the 
London 
National Gallery or in the Louvre, and in 
an atmospere stiflinglv foreign to its views, 
it it walked the halls of Dresden or the 
art avenues of Florence. 
In those and 
sim ilar depositories of art it will find that 
figure-painting is, in reality, but faintly 
revealed to the people of the New World, 
and that criticism of figure-painting moves 
here oftcnest upon exceeding low levels. 
The re arc but very few men or women of 
all our millions competent to assume the role 
o f authoritative art critics—certainly neither 
Ix>s Angeles nor Sacramento can claim any 
such. 
\ \ hen local committees of inexpe­ 
rience sot themselves up to determine the 
question of propriety in art they arc very 
apt to testify to their want of true art per­ 
ception. 
flic better judgment is that of 
the committee which gave the benefit of 
any doubt it may have had to art, and not 
to prudery. 
The Sacramento committee 
took this view—if it at all entertained 
any doubts regarding the picture the Los 
Angeles committee h:ts continued to so 
successfully advertise. 
In short, the com­ 
mittee at Los Angeles mav, without offense, 
be adjudged as having acted, not from the 
standpoint of art criticism, but from the 
plane of personal taste in the first instance,1 
and its fearful estimate of what “ the 
world might say ” in the second. Obvi­ 
ously this latter consideration should have 
no place in the question, while the first is 
of no consequence unless the committee 
was of high culture in art criticism. 
It 
would be interesting to know how the lavs 
Angeles committee of rejection views the 
elegant works found in many of the homes 
of that city, which present plates of the 
treasures of English art and representa­ 
tions of the chief pictures exhibited in the 
International 
Exposition of 1878.

William Ewart Gladstone has refused 
an earldom at the hands of his Queen. In 
this he has drawn a strong contrast to his 
illustrious predecessor. 
He has by this 
act testified to lii.s own estimate of the 
nobility of intellect, before which titled 
men merely sink into insignificance. A 
title could not make Gladstone greater, 
but its refusal has ennobled a man who 
was already above the influence of title or 
decoration. 
Gladstone, by his declination 
of a high rank, has struck a blow for re­ 
publican institutions that will be felt to 
remote generations. 
He lias added new 
force to the momentum being acquired by 
democratic sentiment in England. 
He 
has, by his refusal, crowned with unfading 
laurel the brilliant record of one of the 
most useful lives ever consecrated to the 
cause of countrv. 


T h e exhaustive crop re]H>rts published 
in the K e c o u o - L n i o x yesterday establish 
it as certainly that California, taking the 
whole State together, will *have of wheat 
and barley this year about one-half of an 
average crop.

tlie California farmer has not cultivated 
the soil as thoroughly or deeply a.-, he 
should, and that hereafter there will be 
decided improvement in this respect. There 
is testimony at hand of the beneficial effects 
in this dry year oi '■ ep cultivation that 
cannot be ignored. 
I he declination in the 
yield of this harvet 
year will have a 
temporary depressing effect, but it is not 
wholly evil that we have these “ off” 
seasons. There are compensations in them 
which are undeniable, despite the financial 
embarrassments that must result from a 
season’s shortage. These it is not pro­ 
posed to here recapitulate, but generally 
we may look forward to future crops as 
made more certain by the wisdom gained 
in present reverses.

J. H. Arnold, one of the proprietors of 
the burned mill, said lie heard the first crv 
of tire, and immediately ran to the mili. 
He found the truckman trying to put ;l 
stream on the lire from the hose. The dis 
tunee front the end of the hose to the lire 
was less than twenty* feet, hut the pressure 
was so slight that tiie water was not thrown 
over eight or ten feet. Finding he could 
not reach the tire in that way, the truck­ 
man rushed off to get a bucket. 
I ran and 
got some hand-grenades, but by this time 
the blaze had reached the roof, and the 
smoke in the building was s.. dense a ¡icr- 
son could not stand it. 
I threw in four 
grenades, but don’t know whether they did 
any good or not. The engines were on 
hand in a short time, but they could not 
get any water. The hosespoken of was used 
every day. and with the ordinary domestic 
pressure threw a stream over the top of the 
old mill. He said there would have been 
no trouble in saving the new mill after the 
engines arrived if they could have had a 
supply of water. 
lie gave a detailed state­ 
ment of the fire, of the force of the water 
and of the half hour that passed before the 
engines got a stream on tbe mill, and of the 
firemen standing by and seeing property 
destroyed without the pi wer to save, llis 
testimony was corroborated by Fred. Bliss, 
the watchman : Mr. Scliroth. the drayman ; 
Chas. Robin. Christopher Suter, A. H 
Kelyea, L. B. Burke, M. I,. Wise, C. S. Ott 
and others. 
Mr. Arnold said if they de­ 
sired more information he could bring a 
score or more of women and men in that 
neighborhood, who, during the conflagra­ 
tion, attached hose to t lie water pipes to 
wet down their premises, and found but 
little water, no pressure, and, in some in­ 
stances, no water at all. 
A text was made at the mill site yester­ 
day with the same hose and hydrant 
used at the lire, which on that occasion 
threw a stream less than eight feet. With 
only the tank pressure which registered 
eighteen pounds at the water works and 
the same at the fire-plug at the null, a 
stream was thrown fully tony feet. 
A test of the mains will* be made at 
Thirteenth and J streets at 10 a . m. to-day.

N ew Y o rk , June 17th.—The Sun has the 
following description of General Grant’s 
departure from his New York residence, 
When Harrison, tbeGeneral’sman-servant, 
appeared in tbe front door, the laborers on 
the opposite side of the street quitted work, 
waiting to see the General. He was not 
twenty steps behind Harrison. He tot­ 
tered and halted on the top step of the 
stoop. He wore the familiar shabby old 
silk hat, now so large for him that it rested 
on his ears, and a white handkerchief, 
which loosely circled his throat, hid from 
a cursory glance the frightful swelling on 
his neck. A black Prince Albert coat, 
light trousers a world too wide for his 
shrunken limbs, and button shoes, com 
pleted the- outer dress. He leaned on the 
crooked handle of a stout walking stick, 
without which he never stirs from his chair 
nowadays, as he looked up and down the 
street and then fixed fiis gaze upon the 
motionless foliage of Central Park. He 
was very much bent. 
Presently his head 
fell so that his chin seemed to touch his 
chest, lie felt his way down the steps by 
putting the cane a step ahead of him, lean­ 
ing on it, then following it with his feet. 
When he reached the sidewalk he made 
his way to the carriage door. It was then 
that low exclamations of pity escaped the 
spectators, for it was evident the hero had 
little left beside his indomitable will. He 
reached the carriage by leaning forward so 
that the weight of Ids head and shoulders 
impelled him ahead, and his nerveless feet 
shuffled and dragged beneath him. The 
by-standers raised their hats and stood un­ 
covered in his presence. 
The General 
grasped the sides of the carriage door anti 
pulled himself inside out of view. When 
the by-standers covered their heads and 
turned to look after the departing carriage, 
more than one said sadly to his neighbor. 
“ We never shall see the General alive 
again in New York.” 


TH E GENERAL ELUDES H IS ATTENDANTS AND 
TAKES A STROLL. 
Mt. M cG reg o r, June 17tli.—During his 
morning airing upon the piazza ot the 
cottage General Grant, slowly and with the 
aid of a cane, walked around the house. 
Quite often he paused, at times with eyes 
to the floor, as though intently thinking, 
and again gazing away toward the east­ 
ward, where the Green Mountains were 
within his vietj ; but while out of doors he 
most of the time sat motionless, with one 
hand pressing a handkerchief to iiis mouth 
to protect his throat from the cool air that 
had followed the rain of Tuesday night. 
About o o'clock, after a rest and while his 
physician and 
nurse were 
asleep, the 
General drew bis 
silk 
hat over his 
skull-cap, 
signaled 
Harrison 
to 
his 
side, 
and 
walked 
down 
the 
cottage steps. He walked slowly along the 
pathway over an easy slope to the brow of 
the mountains, several hundred 
yards 
away. Several times he paused to rest, 
and at length he sat down on a public set­ 
tee. When a chair was placed for his feet, 
he removed the handkerchief from his 
mouth anil essayed to speak, declining the 
support for his feet, but liis voice was not 
audible, and the General, recognizing the 
fact, shook his head. The fact that a mess 
of frogs had been caught during the morn­ 
ing at one of the little mountain lakes near 
by, was mentioned to the General, and he 
was asked if he would attempt to eat them. 
Again the General tried to speak, but the 
attempt did not result in words that were 
audible, and again lie declined by shaking 
his head. His attention was directed to 
the monument that marks the surrender of 
Burgoyne, twenty miles away,but the eleva­ 
tion of his head to gaze so far away seemed 
painful. His head bowed, liis chin dropped 
to his breast and liis eyes rested on nearer 
objects. The neck and diseased portion 
are strained and painful when lie holds his 
head erect. Five minutes passed while the 
General sat on the bluff, and he then arose 
by steadying himself with the arm of the 
settee and his cane, and retraced his steps 
to tlie cottage. 
No one was more surprised 
at the General’s walk than Dr Douglas. 
He was amazed that the General should 
have attempted it, hut 
was 
amused 
by his selecting a time when the doctor 
was asleep to steal over and take a peep 
from the bluff, 
hater in the afternoon Dr. 
Douglas, in referring to the General’s 
actual condition in connection with his 
walk, expressed himself thus: “ The dis­ 
ease is following its characteristic course, 
which is a course of steady, increasing ex­ 
haustion. We do not look for a cure from 
this change. Nothing can be curative; but 
we do hope to prolong liis life, and that is 
the most that can be expected, Under the 
exhilarating effect of this atmosphere, and 
of this cool day, he has, for instance, 
walked over there to the knoll. He might 
do that easily, and not be able todo the 
same to-morrow or next day. The course 
of the disease is, as 1 have said, one of in­ 
creasing debility." 


TH E SICK MAX RELIEV ES H E IS FA ILIN G . 
M t. M cG regor, June 17th.—W hen Gen­ 
eral Grant reached bis cottage after his 
walk to the brow of the mountain this 
afternoon lie was much exhausted, and 
sank into a chair in the parlor of the cot­ 
tage. Very soon he indicated by signs that 
lie wanted some writing materials, which 
were procured for him,'and lie then wrote 
for nearly half an hour. The result was 
two letters, or papers, one headed “.Mem­ 
orandum : for my family.” In it the Gen­ 
eral had written that lie thought he was 
failing, and gave certain instructions that 
he desired carried out. 
He referred his 
family to other and more definite memo­ 
randa prepared by him before leaving New 
York. The other note he folded and ad­ 
dressed to Dr. Douglas. He handed both 
papers to Colonel Fred Grant, and that 
addressed to the physician is understood to 
have been of similar import as that to the 
family. 
The 
afternoon 
wore 
away 
with the General 
sitting 
outside on 
the 
piazza, 
after 
having 
written 
as stated. The sunset found him still on 
tbe piazza, and when the dusk deepened on 
the side of the mountain he was yet sitting 
silently on the porch on the side of the 
front door of the cottage. When the lamps 
were lighted inside, and the light streamed 
out into the growing darkness, the sick 
man was yet outside, though the air was 
chill and a sti 11' breeze was swaying the 
pine tree tops. Col. Fred. Grant and Dr. 
Douglas were near at hand. At length, 
alter 8 o clock, the General went inside the 
cottage, and Dr. Douglas wrote and sent a 
message to Dr. Sands in New York. 
He 
asked him to come here, if possible, to­ 
night. At ft o'clock the General retired. 
At 10 o’clock the General seemed to be 
sleeping in bis room. The family at that 
hour, as during the entire evening, were 
gathered in the parlor, and Dr. Douglas 
was with them for the night. At 11 o'clock 
they retired, and the cottage was dark. 
Dr. Sands will leave New York at 11 
o’clock to-night, and will reach here in the 
morning. 
SLEEPIX O 
COMFORTABLY. 
Mt. M cG regor, June lath.—At 1:15 a. m. 
the Associated Press representative saw Dr. 
Douglas at the cottage. He said the Gen­ 
eral slept at once, after settling down at ft 
o’clock. At 10 p. m. lie awoke, and after­ 
ward dozed until 1 \. m., when the nurse 
aroused the doctorwho cleared the General's 
throat, painted it with cocoaine, gave him 
food and tried liis pulse, which was firm 
and regular. The General was no weaker 
than at (> p. m. When he felt himself 
weaken in the evening, the General told 
Dr. Douglas that he cared to have no other 
doctor called, but that Dr. Douglas might 
do as he chose; whereupon I)r. Douglas 
summoned Dr. Sand by telegram. Dr. 
Douglas feels no apprehension fur to-night.

New Y o rk . June 1 7 th - When the ar­ 
rival of the French vessel Isere, bearing the 
Bartholdi statue,was announced this morn­ 
ing, Monsieur Brusvaert. the French Con­ 
sul at Chicago, temporarily in charge of the 
Consulate-General here, and Monsieur A. 
Dausseing, Chancellor to the Consulate- 
General. at once started for the Batteiw. 
where a special tug had been kept ready for 
every emergency. W ithout waiting for 
any one connected with the American com­ 
mittee, the French Consul and Chancellor 
started off down the bay to the anchorage 
ground of the Isere. The tug which had 
been engaged was a very fast one, and 
reached the French vessel about 10:30, when 
the commander of the latter received his 
country’s representatives with the honors 
due tbe honorable stations filled by them. 
At 10 o’clock the steamer William Fletcher, 
which had been moored at Castle Garden, 
got ready to start down to the lower bay. 
On board were General Stone, of the Amer­ 
ican committee, President Sanger, of the 
Board of Aldermen. L. De Bebían, of the 
French steamship line, and a few other 
gentlemen connected with the American 
committee. 
After having waited for a 
short time in expectation of the arrival of 
others, the William Fletcher steamed down 
to the lower bay. The French flag was 
hoisted to the top of the flag-poles in honor 
of the country whose vessel was about to 
be visited. Upon reaching the lower bay 
the Fletcher drew up alongside of the 
Isere, and the American representatives 
boarded the French vessel, where they 
were received by the commander and his 
officers, as well as by the Consul of France. 
The French frigate* Laftore is expected to 
arrive here this afternoon. She will anchor 
near the Isere, and an interchange of 
courtesies will take place between the 
officers (if the vessels. This frigate is to 
take a very prominent part in tlie naval 
parade, and the American committee feel 
some anxiety in relation to her arrival. It 
is worthy of comment that French officials 
were the first to welcome the vessel bear­ 
ing the gift of France, the American repre­ 
sentatives being late to board the steamer 
in waiting for them. It is now expected 
that the civic festivities and naval parade 
will be held Saturday. It is thought on 
the Exchange to be an appropriate time, as 
most of the business houses are closed on 
Saturday afternoon. General Stone said it 
would be impossible to hold the parade be­ 
fore Friday. He is predisposed in favor of 
Saturday being selected. Nothing can be 
determined upon until a consultation has 
been held by the American committee with 
the officers of the Isere and Laftore. The 
arrival of the latter is very essential to the 
success of the naval parade.

Nich­ 
olas Goddard had an arm broken and was 
otherwise injured. There were many mi­ 
raculous escapes from death and injury. 
There was á good deal of stock killed. 
Chickens were slain by hundreds, while the 
hail beat the growing crops into the ground 
in various parts of the country. rl he injury 
to orchards and groves is something the 
country cannot recover from in years. Mrs. 
W. Gans ami child, of Marcus, Cherokee 
county, were killed and Mr. Gans badly 
hurt. In Cherokee county, as in Plymouth, 
there were many exaggerated statements of 
death and injury, but when hunted down 
had no foundation except in the imagina­ 
tion of persons frightened by the storm. 
The wonder is that there were not more 
killed and wounded. Over 600 claims for 
damages have already been filed with tbe 
agents in Lemars alone, and it is thought 
the number will reach 1,000 in the country. 
It falls heavily apon several State com­ 
panies. 
T he T ra in D isp a tch e rs. 
D e n v e r (Col.), June 17th—The Ameri­ 
can Train Dispatchers’Association meeting 
to-day adopted a uniform system of rules 
and train orders. They favor the use of 
double orders when practicable; recom­ 
mend that a conductor only be required to 
sign train orders; favor trains losing their 
rights after becoming twelve hours late; 
recommend the use of time orders ; favor, 
in cases of emergency, the running of trains 
against a “ hold order ” signed by an agent 
o t operator; recommend that all conduct­ 
ors and engineers be required to pass ex­ 
amination on the tim ecard and rules re­ 
garding the running of trains, and recom­ 
mend the use, both day and night, of 
stationary train order signals of red and 
white, the normal position to be white, and 
moved to red when it is desired to hold 
trains. Adjourned until to-morrow.

P c e jilo (Col.), June lTllt.—A t 3:40 this 
afternoon the largo powder magazine be­ 
longing to the Colorado Coal and Iron 
Company, half a mile south of the Bes­ 
semer steel works, in the suburbs of this 
city, blew up.

The explosion was caused by John 
Weaver, an employe of the steel works, 
shooting at a mark on the door of the mag­ 
azine with a Winchester rifle. Weaver 
was instantly killed, and his companion. 
Charles Nelson, fatally injured. Buildings 
within a radius of two miles were more or 
less injured.

About 4:15 a . m. yesterday George l*un- 
can observed that the upper story o f W hit­ 
tier, Fuller & Co.’s 
establishm ent, 
on 
Second street, betw een J and K, was on 
tire. 
H e qu ickly gave an alarm, and the 
Fire Departm ent arrived in a short tim e 
and prom ptly went into service. 
The tire 
had started in a sm all room in the third 
story, at the exirenie southern end of the 
building, and about m idw ay from front to 
rear. 
The apartment was tilled with pie- 
lure-fram e stock and other light material, 
and there were also stored there a number 
o f the old account books o f the firm, etc. 
There was nothing in the room of a char­ 
acter to cause spontaneous com bustion; 
there was no m eans o f gaining access to 
the room from the outside to start a lire, 
as all the doors and windows were closed 
and locked, and there had not been any one 
in that portion o f the building after the 
em ployes quit work at 6 v. m. o f the 
previous day. 
Consequently the origin of 
the fire is a m ystery. 
T he sm oke becam e 
very dense, and the firemen were alm ost 
suffocated, frequently being com pelled to 
throw them selves fiat to gain a breath of 
air. 
If people were surprised at the m an­ 
ner in w hich they worked under the in ­ 
tense heat o f the I’hn nix m ill fire, they 
were m ore surprised at the determ ination 
w ith w hich 
they 
w ithstood 
yesterday 
m orning’s sm oke. 
The fire was hard to 
locate at first, and harder to extinguish 
after it had got between the double roof of 
the building, and the firemen were com ­ 
pelled to use a vast am bunt o f water in 
drow ning it out, thus necessarily doing 
m any thousand dollars damage. 
T he firm 
ow ns the entire Orleans buiiding. in w hich 
their store is located, and they made a rough 
estim ate yesterday that their loss w ould be 
about $25,000, though it could only be 
guessed at until the injury to the large 
stock o f wall paper, picture frames, pic­ 
tures, m oldings, etc., bad been determined. 
Fortunately the fire was kept in the front 
h a lf o f the upper portion o f the store. 
If 
it had got w ell started in the paint, oil, 
door and w indow departm ents there w ould 
have been a great conflagration. 
Water 
did considerable dam age in the rear por­ 
tion, and to the plastering of all the walls 
and ceilings, hut the art gallen' escaped al­ 
m ost unhurt. 
W hatever the loss is, it is 
w ell covered by insurance. 
Business in 
the departm ents damaged will he in shape 
again in a few days. 
In the lodging-house 
part of the building, kept by H . W. Ogg, 
the content, o f a dozen or more rooms were 
badly damaged, and the plastering in the 
front part o f the house saturated. 
The 
loss is covered hv insurance. _ T he store of 
Felter, Son A Co., on the ground floor, 
northern end o f the building, was damaged 
by water, causing considerable annoyance 
to the occupants.

The evidence 
for the prosecution show ed that they had a 
little disagreem ent at a barber shop, where 
the plaintitf has a bootblack stand and the 
defendant is em ployed as a barber. 
Mr. 
Levy stated that he would kick Mr. W ills- 
chikoflf if the latter repeated som ething he 
had done; and. on being inform ed that it 
took a good man to perform the feat, he 
proceeded to inflict the kick. Subsequently 
the kicked seized a barber's cup and pro­ 
posed to throw it at the kicker, when the 
latter struck him . 
Bystanders interfered. 
After the prosecution rested its case, M.

BROWN AND EGAN. 


T lie E v id en ce a ll in - T lie C ase W ill go lo 
th e J u ry th is M orning. 
T he taking o f testim ony in the ease of 
the People vs. Brown and Kgan, charged 
w ith assault w ith a deadly weapon, was re­ 
sum ed in D e p a rtm e n t One of th e Superior 


Court yesterday. 
T he first w itness called was Julia l ’ock- 
m an, w ho room s in the building and y\as 
one o f the w om en that Brown and Egan 
were looking for w hen the alleged assault 
took place. 
W itness stated that sh e had 
heard Mrs. H otz say that if she had gane 
to the door instead o f her husband she 
thought all the trouble would have been 
averted. 
Mrs. Hotz 
also 
said .in 
w i.- 
ness’ 
presence 
that 
her 
husband 
was 
cross, cranky and quick-tempered, and she 
wished she had let the boys kill him . \ \ tt- 
ness stated that on Tuesday, in the witness 
room, she had been approached by I. S. 
Brown, w ho was assisting the District A t­ 
torney in the prosecution, and he dem and­ 
ed to know what she was going to testify' 
to. 
She replied lie would ascertain that 
fact w hen she took the witness stand, and 
not before. 
Brown then tried to intim i­ 
date her by sa y in g : ” If you don’t testify 
to certain facts I w ill burn you tip worse 
than Charley Jones did May W ard. 
On cross-exam ination witness said Mr. 
Brown may have intended it all lor a joke, 
hut she did not so regard it. 
W itness 
stated that she had been in a beer saloon 
until 5 o’clock in the m orning. Mr. brow n 
insinuated that it was a queer place and an 
unseem lv hour. 
1\ itness quickly replied 
that she w ould not think h e would m ani­ 
fest any surm ise and astonishm ent, for she 
often saw him at the same place even at a 
later hour. 
She said she had been em ­ 
ployed in Sacramento and other places in 
beer dives. 
Counsel desired to prove that 
w itness som e vears ago shot and killed her 
husband in this city, but was not perm itted 
by the Court to do so. 
Thom as F . Egan, one of the defendants, 
said that he called at the Grand H otel on 
the m orning o f May 1st, looking for som e 
ladv friends, and by mistake knocked at 
H otz’s door. 
H otz came out, dem anded 
the object of the visit and. when inform ed, 
called Egan vile names and struck him in 
the face a num ber o f tim es. 
Egan left, 
called Brown from the foot o f the stairs and 
both went to Hotz’s room for an explana­ 
tion o f the unprovoked assault. 
W itness 
kneoked again at the door. 
H otz suddenly- 
opened the door w ith a hatchet in liis hand 
and was prevented from striking w itness in 
tin- head w ith it by Brown, w ho caught 
Hotz's descending arm and wrested the 
hatebet from his grasp. 
W itness and Hotz 
then clinched, a struggle ensued, they fell 
to the lloor, w itness on top. 
Mrs. Hotz 
then appeared, pistol in hand, and threat­ 
ened to shoot if they did not instantly 
leave. W itness said he beat a hasty retreat. 
W itness said 
he hail never authorized 
either H enry Edgerton or Leo Straussman 
and wife to m ake any com prom ise with 
either Mr. H otz or his wife. 
A s for Mr. 
Straussman and his wife, he was not ac­ 
quainted with them , and never heard of 
them before this trial. 
On cross-exam ination lie said the girls he 
was looking for were Julia Pockm an and 
May W ard, and he was ol the opinion that 
they roomed there. H e said his second visit to 
H otz's room, w hen accom panied by Brown, 
was not for the purpose of having any 
further trouble, but for the purpose o f hav­ 
ing m utual explanations, so that the mat­ 
ter would not be made public, and if pos­ 
sible to keep it from the reporters. 
Lee Brown, the other defendant, testified 
to exactly the sam e state o f facts. 
H e de­ 
nied m ost em phatically that lie struck 
Hotz over the head w ith the hatchet. 
The 
coat he wore on the m em orable occasion 
he had on in Court, and it was exhibited to 
the jury to show that it was not blood­ 
stained. 
I. 8. Brown was called, and asked w ho 
em ployed him to assist in the prosecution 
of the case. 
H e replied that it was im m a­ 
terial, in w hich opinion the Court coin­ 
cided. 
Officer Franks, the next witness, stated 
that he had called on Mi’s. Hotz the day 
follow ing the assault. 
H e related a state­ 
m ent made lo hint at that tim e by her, 
w hich was at variance with her testim ony 
in the case. 
H enry Edgerton w as next sworn and 
testified to three conversations he had with 
Mrs. Hotz. 
H e lived in the fam ily of Lee 
Brown, and the first tim e he called to see 
Mrs. Hotz it was not as an attorney, but as 
a friend, to try and quiet the matter. 
At 
that tim e I did not know w ho Mrs. H otz 
was. 
I was well acquainted w ith her w hile 
she was Mrs. D avis, having been her at­ 
torney once in a divorce case. 
H ea t that 
tim e knew none o f the particulars o f the 
case except those detailed by Mrs. Hotz, 
and upon that show ing lie told her she 
could compromise the matter. 
I asked her 
how m uch she wanted, and sh e referred 
m e to her husband. 
T he next tim e I saw 
Mrs. H otz she had m aterially altered her 
| statem ent regarding the affair, and then 1 
told tier if her second statem ent was a true 
version it could not he settled, for in that 
case it w ould he com pounding a felony. 
I afterwards saw Mrs. Hotz in the Police 
Court, and she ottered to com prom ise for 
$400, hut I refused to entertain her propo­ 
sition or talk to her about it. 
She told me 
that Lee Brown drew a pistol upon her. 
W ith Mr. Edgerton's testim ony the de­ 
fense closed their case. 
In rebuttal, Joseph Drake was placed 
upon the stand to contradict certain state­ 
m ents m ade by Sarah Shaw. 
I. 8. Brown was sworn, and testified that 
lie never attem pted to intim idate Julia 
Pockm an. 
The remark lie made to her 
was one in jest, and she and all w ho heard 
it knew that it was only a joke. 
T his closed the testim ony in the case. 
H enry Buckley opened the argum ent for 
the people and spoke for over hall an hour. 
Grove L. Johnson followed, and spoke un­ 
til the adjournm ent o f Court. 
T he argu­ 
m ent will be resumed at 10 \. m. to-day, 
and w ill go to the jury before the noon re­ 
cess.

T h e lir itls li C risis. 
London, Ju n e 17th.—A nother conference 
of Conservatives was held a t noon to-day 
in the residence of the Marquis of Salis­ 
bury. The purpose of this conference was 
to endeavor to settle upon the persons to 
fill several offices, so that a complete Cabi­ 
net may be presented to Parliam ent on 
Friday. 
Lord R andolph Churchill attend­ 
ed the council. 
A t a conference of Conservatives yester­ 
day it is said that Lord Randolph Churchill 
made it a condition of iiis acceptance of 
office that Stafford Xortlicote should not be 
made the leader of the Conservatives in 
the House of Commons. 
Sir H enry D rum m ond W olff will have 
a position in the Cabinet. T he conference 
of Conservative leaders to-day lasted an 
hour. 
It is said that all obstacles to the 
formation of the Cabinet have been sur­ 
m ounted. At the conclusion of the con­ 
ference Lord Randolph C hurchill rem ained 
in private conference w ith the M arquis of 
Salisbury. 
The A d i Mall Gazette has an editorial, 
believed to be inspired by Lessar, of the 
Russian IJoundary Commission. 
It says 
that unless Salisbury wishes to deepen the 
conviction of Russia that ids M inistry is a 
menace of war lie will cancel the appoint­ 
m ent of Churchill as Secretary of State for 
india. 
"R ussia,” continues the article. 
“ already regards Salisbury’s Cabinet with 
such suspicion that any sudden hitch m ay 
cause such a rupture of negotiations now 
in progress as will result in war." 
The Queen arrived this m orningat W ind­ 
sor from Balmoral. 
The Marquis of Salisbury, at 
o'clock 
this afternoon, departed for W indsor Castle 
to present to the Queen the M inisters lie 
lias chosen for the new Cabinet.

London, June 17th.—A rthur .). Balfour, 
M . P., nephew of ihe Marquis oí Salisbury, 
lias been appointed Chief Secretary for Ire­ 
land.

SAl.rSDPRY READY TO OBEY THE ql'EKN. 
L ondon, June 17th.—The M arquis of 
Salisbury to-morrow will go to W indsor 
Castle and there inform the Queen, in the 
m anner prescribed for the ceremony and 
observed for so m any years, that lie is 
ready to obey the com m ands of his sover­ 
eign and accept the responsibility for the 
conduct of the Government of her Majesty.

THE CONSERVATIVES DECIDE TO ACCEPT OF 
FICE. 
London, June i8th—a m.—Lord Salisbury 
had a two hour’s interview with the Queen 
yesterday, and im m ediately afterwards re­ 
turned to London. It is stated that the 
Conservatives have now decided to accept 
office regardless of obtaining the Liberal 
support. They rely upon the Moderate 
Liberals to volunteer their support, hut the 
Radicals will be certain to hold aloof. Sir 
Stafford Xortlicote's acceptance of the peer­ 
age is generally regretted, as it will iea\e 
the Conservative leadership in the House 
of Commons too much under the influence 
of Lord Randolph ( hurch ill. Sir Stafford 
Xorthcote’s title will he Lord Iddcslight. 
C h o lera In cr ea sin g in S pain. 
M adrid, June 17th.—There were four 
fresli cases of cholera yesterday afternoon. 
There were also two deaths from cholera. 
Between the 20th of May and the 15th of 
Ju n e there were 7 > cases of cholera here, 
and during the same period there were 45 
deaths. Senor Romero V. Robeldo, Min­ 
ister of the Interior, declared in the Cortes 
last evening that the “ suspicious cases" in 
M adrid were, beyond doubt, cholera, and 
of the Asiatic type. Yesterday, in fastid­ 
ien de la Plana, there were .58 new cases of 
cholera and 2s deaths. In the city of Va­ 
lencia 17 new cases and 7 deaths are re­ 
ported, while the province of Valencia had 
a total of 140 new cases and 8s deaths. 
[SECOND DISPATCH. 1 
Madrid, June 17th.—In the city of M ur­ 
cia there were 1*8 new cases and 4 deaths, 
in the province of M urcia the new cases 
aggregated 171 and the deaths 74. In A ran- 
juez, seventeen miles south-southwest from 
Madrid, there was one case of choleru yes­ 
terday.

one small store, in AYesi bourne grove, then an 
extreme suburb of that part of London, lying 
between Maiden Vale and Bayswnter, and dis­ 
tant about two miles from the* limit of the bus­ 
iness part of London. Around his store were 
«otnefewhous.es, but for miles east, w est and 
north were holds dotted with occasional houses 
in deserts of 
m arket garden and cabbage 
grounds. As tbe town extended-and built tip, 
Whiteley'- business increased till in lis:*, lie 
took in the entire block and owned a frontage 
of at least Son feet on a m ain thoroughfare.
